Pete Seeger began his concert 
last Wednesday with an old Woodie 
Guthrie tune, ‘‘Deportees,"* The 
melody was not an especially 
catchy one as folk-songs go, but 
the significance of the song was 
important. Like most folk-songs 
it dealt with, or told the tale of a 
human tragedy: the poor care of 
immigrant workers during the for- 
ties which in one case resulted in 
a little-publicized plane wreck. 

Those of us in California are 
well aware of these folk, but per- 
haps have forgotten their prob- 
lems. We no longer refer to them 
as publicly as ‘‘deportees,”* “‘bra- 
cheros”’ or ‘‘wetbacks,’’ but have 
arranged the fairly sophisticated 
designation: Mexican Nationals. 
There are approximately a half 
million of Nationals imported to 
the United States each year to per- 
form unskilled agricultural labor 
tasks, some of them to pick oranges 
and lemons in the groves sur- 


New Professors 
For Econamcs 
Appointed Here 


The Pomona College economics 
department will have two new fac- 
ulty members in 1959-60, Presi- 
dent E, Wilson Lyon announced 
today. 

Dr, Franklin V. Walker, who Is 
an instructor at the University of 
Southern California, will be an 
assistant professor of economics, 
and Gordon K, Douglas, a Pomona 
graduate of the class of 1950, will 
be an instructor, 

Dr. Walker holds his B.A, from 
the University of California and 
his master’s and Ph.D, degrees 
from Harvard. At Harvard he was 
a teaching fellow and served also 
as tutor and resident faculty mem- 
ber of Winthrop House. He is 
author of ‘‘Projection of the Gulf 
Coast Regional Output,”’ published 
by the Regional Science Associ- 
ation in 1957. He is married. 

Douglas, who is now instructing 
at Caltech, where he is a doctoral 
candidate, was a teaching assist- 
ant at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in the department 
of economics and social sciences. 
He won a Woodrow Wilson Found=- 
ation Fellowship to continue his 
studies at Caltech. He was with 
the Sylvania Corporation from 1954 
to 1958, serving as manager of 
the company’s financial and op- 
erations and analysis from 1956- 
1958, 


rounding Claremont, 

While the living and working 
standards of these Nationals have 
been improved since Guthrie’s 
song was written, and while the 
process of importing these work- 
ers has been fairly well standard- 
ized by government authorities, the 
existence of such a labor forcehas 
created a complementary prob- 
lem with our own domestic, agri- 
cultural labor force. 

Where seventy cents an hour 
may mean a Cadillac to the Na- 
tional, it means a battered bicycle 
to the American migrant. Condi- 
tions pointed up in Steinbeck’s 
GRAPES OF WRATH have notdis- 
appeared, because the standard 
of living, simply stated, is lower 
among the Mexicans than among 
the Americans, 

Schooling has not been insured 
for migrant families, especially 
in the valley areas, bacause the 
Nationals don’t bring their chil- 
dren with them, and the migrants 
have never been able to stay in 
one place long enough to become

a political pressure group. Agri- 
culture is still exempted from 
many provisions of theChild Labor 
Act. Unemployment insurance le- 
gislation and The National Labor 
Relations Act still does not cover 
the farm laborer, While the gross 
wages of farm workers inCalifor- 
nia are well under, with a few 
exceptions, the industry base of 
$1.00 an hour, no minimum wage 
legislation has been able to beat 
the growers’ and farm employers’ 
Sacramento Lobby. 

We therefore can expect to see 
within the next few years a growing 
concern over this lag in social 
justice, While Claremont’s own, 
recently defeated, Assembly can- 
didate Martin Weinberger was vir- 
tually the only candidate with a 
strong farm labor plank, the As- 
sembly generally is taking a more 
liberal stand on the farm labor 
problem. They have just passed 
legislation (AB419) (which will no 
doubt die in the Senate) designed 
to allow a majority of laborers 
working in a certain area to cer- 


tify representatives for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining. 
Should state labor relations 
practices be made to cover agri- 
cultural workers, we will probably 
see some vestige of organization 
among the workers, possibly even 
among fhe migrants. Perhaps in 
this manner a pressure group 
will be formed which will remind 
the legislators that the farm la 
borer is entitled--or should be 
guaranteed--basic human rights to 
health, education, and welfare, 
Pete Seeger’s concert hadseve- 
ral surprises, such as story-ell- 
ing and a bit of dancing, but one 
of the most unusual occurrences 
of the evening was the performance 
of a blue-jeaned mason from I- 
dyllwild named Ernie Marrs. See- 
ger’s demeanor during the entire 
concert waS so casual that it 
seemed hardly out of keeping when 
he pulled out some sheets of paper 
and started to sing from them, but 
it was a little puzzling in view of 
the fact that he knows most of his 
songs rather well. Puzzlement was

Head Sponsor, Bill Strue- 
bing, has just announced the 
selection of next year’s spon- 
sors: Thad Smith (Head spon- 
sor), Kit Chenault, Gus Rose, 
Dick Magpiong, John Sellman, 
Al Shirk, Kim Jones, Don 
Koch, and Doug Der Yuen;

As the system was de- 
signed by the Administration, 
we have asked the Dean of 
Men, Shelton Beatty, to out- 
line its history, and to bring 
us up to date as to its purpose. 


In 1949 the freshmanclass mem- 
bers were scattered about through 
the residence halls in small is- 
lands of two or three among the 
upperclassmen. Unhappy about the 
results on the unity of their 
class, and upon themselves as in- 
dividuals, they asked the Dean of 
Men and the AMS to change the 
system of assignments for new 
men, Unanimously the change was 
made, and at the same time the 
Dean of Menproposed to the Ghosts 
that a system of personal and 
group advising be set upthat would 
provide in a natural and easyman- 
ner for freshmen to become more 
effective participants in the intra- 
mural sports of the year, with some 
emphasis upon building up at the 
same time a feeling of group 
solidarity and identity that would 
make life more satisfying for all 
members of the class, 

The plan adopted provided foran 
upperclassman and his roommate 
to live among a group of about 
fifteen freshmen, and forthe spon- 
sors to meet the freshmen upon 
arrival and serve as their student 
advisors at the living level through

The first term of the 1959 Clare- 
mont Summer Session will com- 
mence June 22 and close July 31, 
with the secondterm beginning Au- 
gust 3 and ending September 5, 
Registration for the six-week term 
will be held at Harper Hall on 
June 19, 20, and 22, and for the 
five-week term on August | and 3, 

Courses for undergraduate stu- 
dents will be offered in applied 
art, arthistory, economics, educa- 
tion, English, foreign languages, 
government, history, international 
relations, mathematics and pre- 
engineering, music, philosophy, 
physical education, and psycholo- 
gy. 

Undergraduate students may re- 
gister for six units‘in each term 
of the Summer Session. In addition, 
a student may take one unit of 
work in applied music, Study pro- 
grams must be approved in ad- 
vance by the Registrar of the Stu- 
dents’ undergraduate college, 

The 1959 Claremont Summer 
Session Bulletin may be obtained 
at the Registrar's office or at the 
Summer Session in Harper Hall, 
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the year as needed. They arenotto 
take the place in any sense of the 
faculty advisor, but to aid in the 
process of registration and to be 
interested in encouraging fresh- 
men and aiding them when they 
have group or personal matters of 
concern on which an upperclass 
man could beuseful, Sponsors must 
be able to tell the freshman where 
to go for whatever help he needs, 
and always to encourage the fresh- 
man to solve his problems hiniself 
if he can, The sponsor evidently 
should be a person who knows the 
college rather well and canrepre- 
sent it effectively and honestly and 
should be a man of character 
and high quality. 

Unit I of Clark Hall was the 
residence of freshmen until Walk- 
er Hall was built with the first- 
year class and the sponsorsystem 
in mind; students voted to make 
part of Clark V also available 
for freshmen because of the unify- 
ing effect of that location opposite 
Walker, 

Originally, selecting sponsors 
was done by a committee of offi- 
cers of the Ghosts and the AMS, 
the Dean of Men, and the Director 
of the Men’s Campus.

formerly were interviewed by this 
group jointly, but that plan was not 
found as good as the present one 
of providing for personal inter- 
views between applicants and 
members of the selecting commit- 
tee, Adopted some years ago by 
the AMS Board and the Ghosts, 
the present plan provides that the 
presidents of those two organiza- 
tions, the sponsors who are sen- 
iors, and the Director of the Men’s 
Campus and the Dean of Men shall 
choose from the thirty to forty ap- 
plicants a year the nine sponsors 
to live with the freshmen and the 
three who arrange for the recep- 
tion of new transfers in the fall. 
It always takes three long meetings 
to make the final choices for 
these important positions, and the 
committee members spend much 
time in straw voting, discussing 
candidates’ qualifications between 
votes, and finally in arriving at 
nearly unanimous agreement, The 
first selections come fairly easily, 
but the last ones are usually hard. 
Running through the discussions 
are such topics as the warmth of 
personal approach and ability to 
lead a group and to win and re- 
tain respect, and ability also in 


some fairly rough situations; to 
know how to advise and, if nec- 
essary, correct groups and in- 
dividuals when matters affecting 
individual welfare, satisfactory 
living and study conditions, or col- 
lege standards are involved. A 
sincere interest in promoting par- 
ticipation in intramural sports is 
always important, and thecapacity 
to understand others and to induce 
or stimulate maturity is a strong 
consideration, Repeatedly the se- 
lecting committee reviews the 
standards they think they ought 
to have in choosing any sponsor, 
and they wish to make sure, if 
possible, that the group chosen 
represent many interests and qua- 
lifications. 

The system is never stronger 
than the quality of the sponsors 
themselves and of the freshmen 
with whom they live. Freshmenand 
in late years upperclassmen speak 
with great regard and apprecia~ 
tion for the sponsors they have 
known, and former sponsors often 
write back to college officers ex- 
pressing their own appreciation of 
the great values they gained from 
serving in this position of trust 
and leadership.
